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BYLAWS 

THE SHELTON STATE COMMUNITY COLLEGE ALUMNI 
ASSOCIATION 


Article I. Name 

The name of the association shall be the 
Shelton State Community College Alumni 

Association. 

Article II. Purposes 
The purpose of this association is to : 
*Support and encourage continuing interest in 
and loyalty to Shelton State; 

*Use talents and energies of alumni to benefit 
Shelton State; 

*Promote the continued growth and 
advancement of the members of the 
Association; 

*Support the administration, faculty, staff and 
students in their work to improve the college; 
*Publish and distribute appropriate 
publications in relation to Shelton and its 
alumni; 

* Assist in the recruitment of students; 

* Assist the college in its institutional 
effectiveness efforts. 

Article III. Members nip 
1. Membership unlimited 

Membership in this organization shall be 
unlimited in number and shall include all 
persons who have been students at Shelton 
State Community College, whether known at 
the time of enrollment as Shelton State 
Community College, Shelton State Technical 
College, Brewer State Junior College - 
Tuscaloosa Branch, C.A. Fredd State 
Technical College, or by any other name by 
which the college has been known. Special 
categories of membership are open to people 
who have not attended the college but have 
shown support for Shelton State Community 
College. 


2. Categories of Membership 

There shall be four categories of membership: 

a. Active members are those alumni who 
contribute to the Association at one of the 
established membership levels. Only active 
members enjoy all rights and privileges of 
Association membership. First year graduates 
of the college are exempt from contribution 
requirements for that year. 

b. Honorary members are those persons or 
organizations who have demonstrated 
exceptional interest, service, and support of 
Shelton State Community College. The 
President of the Association shall confer 
membership upon any person who has 
rendered distinctive service to the college and 
whose nomination has been moved in writing 
by a member of the Alumni Association and 
approved by the Alumni Council and President 
of Shelton State Community College. 
Honorary members shall be elected at the 
Annual Meeting of the Association. 

d. Corporate Members are persons who 
may or may not be Shelton alumni but who are 
interested in supporting the Association 
financially. 

Article IV: Cliapters an d Affiliated 
Organisations 

The Alumni Council may create and adopt 
a means for organizing and recognizing 
chapters in the future that are in counties 
within Shelton's service area.. 

Article V: Officers 

1. Officers enumerated 

Officers of the Association shall be elected and 
hold office for terms of two years each . The 
year shall run from September through 
August. The officers of the Association shall 






consist of a President, President-Elect, Past 
President, Secretary, Treasurer. In addition 
there shall be a Vice President serving each of 
the counties in Shelton's service area along 
with Vice Presidents at Large serving areas of 
Membership, Alumni Relations, Special 
Events, and Academics and Scholarships. 

2. Duties of the President 

The President presides at all meetings of the 
Association and Alumni Council. The 

President appoints committees, serves as the 
liaison with the college president, and 
performs the duties and exerci ses the authority 
customary to the office of President. 

3. Duties of the President-Elect 

The President Elect, who will usually succeed 
to the presidency, shall preside in the absence 
of the president and shall represent the 
Association and perform other duties when 
assigned by the President. In the event of a 
vacancy in the office of President, the 
President-Elect shall become President for the 
balance of the term, and then shall be eligible 
for election as President for a full term. 

4. Duties of other Officers 

In addition to such other duties as may be 
assigned by the Alumni Council, the officers 
shall have the following duties: 

a. The Secretary performs any duties 
required by law or customarily performed as 
secretary and is responsible for the orientation 
and involvement of members of the Alumni 
Council. 

b. The Treasurer reports on and 
recommends the budget and shall keep full and 
accurate accounts of receipts and 
disbursements, and shall deposit, or cause to 
be deposited, all monies and other valuable 
effects in the name and to the credit of the 
Association. The Treasurer shall perform 
such other duties as may be assigned by the 
Alumni Council. 


c. The Immediate Past President shall 
serve in an advisory capacity and shall perform 
such other duties as the President requests. 

d. The Vice Presidents for Tuscaloosa, 
Greene, Hale, Bibb, and Pickens Counties shall 
be responsible for coordinating information 
with people in their respective counties and 
shall work to increase the growth of alumni 
involvement in their regions. 

e. The Vice President for Membership 
serves as liaison to the Membership 
Committee and works with the committee in 
developing means of recruiting new members 
and strengthening ties with old and current 
members.. 

f. The Vice President for Alumni 
Relations serves as liaison to the Alumni 
Relations Committee and works with the 
committee to provide the public with 
information on the association through 
Shelton's office of Public Relations and Alumni 
Affairs and to develop support for the 
Association and the college within the west 
Alabama area. 

g. The Vice President for Special Events 
assists staff in planning alumni involvement in 
a variety of college and Association events and 
serves as a liaison to the Program and Special 
Events Committee. 

h. The Vice President for Scholarships 
serves as liaison to the Academics and 
Scholarship Committee and will work with the 
committee and the association to raise money 
for the Alumni Scholarship. 

5. Vacancies in office 

Appointments to vacancies in any office except 
that of President or President-elect shall be 
made by the Alumni Council based on 
recommendations from the Nominating 
Committee. 

a. President. Vacancies in the office of 
President-elect shall be filled by election of the 
Alumni Council based on the recommendation 
from the Nominating Committee. 





Article VI Alumni Council 

1. Composition and duties: 

The Alumni Council shall be the governing 
body of the Association. Its membership shall 
include: 

a. Officers 

b. Standing Committees 

c. Ex officio members as follows: 

1. President of the College 

2. Vice President of the College 

3. Director of Public Relations & 
Alumni Affairs for the College 

4. Faculty Representative 

2. Meetings of the Alumni Council 

The Alumni Council shall hold scheduled 
meetings during the year including the Annual 
meeting which will be held in May of each 
year. Special meetings may be called by the 
President of the Association. 

3. Committees 

The Alumni Council shall establish 
committees, standing and special, as necessary 
to perform the business of the Association. 
Committee appointments are made annually by 
the President. 

4. Policies and Procedures 

The Alumni Council shall compile and keep 
updated a document of organizational and 
operational policies and procedures. 

5. Quorum 

A majority of the members present of the 
Alumni Council shall constitute a quorum. 

6. Absences from meetings 

Excessive absences of members of the Alumni 
Council shall be grounds for dismissal upon a 
two-thirds vote of the Council. 

7. Funds 

There shall be a Finance Committee 
composed of the Treasurer, as chair and three 


other members of the Association, to be 
appointed by the President with approval of 
the Alumni Council. The Finance Committee 
may report to the Alumni Council at regular 
intervals. The Finance Committee shall 
prepare a budget, and the Treasurer of the 
Association shall present it to the Alumni 
Council for approval. 

The Alumni Council shall require the 
Treasurer or any other officer to give a bond in 
a sum and with one or more sureties 
satisfactory to the Alumni Council. 

The President of the Association shall 
apppoint annually an audit committee 
composed of three people and at least one of 
these individuals should not be a member of 
the Alumni Association. This committee will 
review the financial records of the Association. 

Article VII Nominations ana 
Elections 

1. Nominating Committee 

Each January the President of the Association 
shall appoint a Nominating Committee 
comprised of the Immediate Past President, 
who shall serve as chair, the President, the 
President-elect, two members of the Alumni 
Council, and two active members of the 
Association who are not members of the 
Alumni Council. All members appointed by 
the President shall be subject to approval by 
the Alumni Council. 

2. Nominations by the Committee 
During the years an election is scheduled, the 
Nominating Committee shall present a slate of 
officers and committee chairs to members of 
the Association at the Annual Meeting 
scheduled in May. These nominations shall be 
submitted to the Alumni Council for its 
concurrence prior to their presentation and 
election. The Nominating Committee will 
send out a request for information at least 60 




days before the Annual Meeting to all active 
alumni asking for names of people interested in 
serving as officers and committee chairs. 
These names shall form a pool and shall be 
considered during the nomination process. 

The Nominating Committee shall be 
responsible for recommending names of active 
members to fill ail vacancies occuring on the 
Alumni Council except those for President and 
President-elect. These names shall be sent to 
the Alumni Council for final approval 

3. Election of Officers and Committee 
Chairs 

At the Annual Meeting of the Association 
during the year an election is scheduled, the 
Nominating Committee shall present a slate of 
officers and committee chairs proposed for 
election. Additional nomination of names 
may be made and seconded by active members 
from the floor during the meeting. 

4. Installation of Officers and Council 
Members 

An installation shad be held for officers, 
committee chairs and other members of the 
Alumni Council who are elected by the 
membership. 

VIII. Association Meetings 

1. Annual Meeting 

The Annual Meeting of the Association shall 
be held each year during the month of May at 
a regularly scheduled time. 

The Annual Meeting shall be for the purpose 
of electing officers and board members, 
receiving repons of officers and committees, 
and for other business which may arise. 

3. Other Meetings 

a. At least two additional meetings of the 
Association, in addition to the Annual 
Meeting, will be held during the year. 


b. Special meetings can be called by the 
President. 

4. Quorum 

Those active members present at the 

Association meetings shall constitute a 
quorum. 

Article IX. Parliamentary Procedure 
T he rules contained in the current edition of 
ROBERT'S RULES OF ORDER shall govern 
the Association in all cases except where these 

bylaws or any special or standing rules provide 
otherwise. 

Article X. Amendment of Bylaws 
These bylaws may be amended at the 
Association's Annual Meeting by a two-thirds 
vote of active members present. Within the 
first two years of the Association, bylaws may 
be amended at a meeting of the Alumni 
Council by a two-thirds vote of members 
present. 

Article XI Procedures 

The Director of Public Relations and Alumni 
Affairs shall be the custodian of the records, 
and shall be responsible for all publications and 
shall coordinate the activities for the 
Association in cooperation with the college 
administration and the Alumni Council. The 
Director sha 1 work with the Association on 
matters that are external to the campus. The 
President and Treasurer of the Association 
shall consult with the Director of Public 
Relations and Alumni Affairs in the 
preparation of the annual budget for the 
operation of the Association to be submitted 
to and to be approved by the Association. The 
Director of Public Relations and Alumni 
Affairs shall make periodic and annual reports 
on the status of alumni affairs and programs of 
he Association to the college administration 
and to the college community..
